REPORT on toe BIRTHS, DEATHS ann MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purRING THE QUARTER ENDED 31st Marcu 1944. 





Summary.—The principal features of the Return for the first quarter of 
1944 are a birth-rate which maintains the high level of the past few years 
but is on a substantially lower level than obtained before 1930; a marriage- 
rate which is higher than in pre-war years but is the same as the lowest 
recorded for any quarter since the outbreak of war; a death-rate which is 
lower than the average of recent years, and an infant mortality rate which is 
almost the lowest and a maternal mortality rate which is much the lowest 
ever recorded. The birth-rate, which in common with the other rates is 
based on the 1939 estimate of population, is 18-6 per 1,000 and is the highest 
for any first quarter since 1984, with the exception of that for the previous | 
year. The marriage-rate, 7:2 per 1,000, is with that for the previous quarter 
the lowest for any quarter since the outbreak of war, but is still above the 
pre-war average. The general death-rate was 14-4 per 1,000 and is 2-6 below 
the average. The infant mortality rate, 76 per 1,000 births, is 19 below the 
average for the first quarter and only 1 above the lowest ever recorded for 
any corresponding quarter. The death-rate from tuberculosis, 88 per 100,000, 
is the same as the average. Deaths from pneumonia and from bronchitis 
are greatly below the average. The maternal mortality, 2-8 per 1,000 live 
births, is much the lowest ever recorded for any quarter. ‘It is 1-5 below that 
for the first quarter of 1943 and 2-1 below the average. 


Births, still-births and deaths (except Service deaths and civilian deaths. 
due to enemy action, which are not allocated to any local area) are corrected — 
throughout this report by transfer to usual place of residence if in Scotland, 
but marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.— The 28,228 births in the quarter under review are 49 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1943, the rate per 1,000 population, 
18-6, being 0-3 below. It is,0-6 above the average and is the highest for any 
first quarter since 1934 with the exception of that for last year. It is, 
however, lower than that recorded for any first quarter up to about ten years 
ago. 

: The proportion of illegitimate births, 7:8 per cent., is 0-8 above that for 
the first quarter of 1948, and 1-4 above the average. 

Of the 23,228 births registered 12,000 were of male children and 11,228 
of female children, being 1,069 male births per 1,000 female. Births regis- 
tered in January numbered 7,726, in February 7,198 and in March 8,804, 
the equivalent birth-rates being 18-2, 18-1 and 19-5 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 
was 816 and is equivalent to a rate of 34 per 1,000 total births (including 
still-births). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,042, is 248 below 
that for the first quarter of last year. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-2. 
Tt is 0-3 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1943 but 0-8 above the 
pre-war five years’ average (1935-1939). 

Of the 9,042 marriages registered, 1,253 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 


* Allyvates for the years 1939 to 1944 which are quoted in this Return are based upon the 
estimated population of Scotland as at the middle of 1939. The averages quoted, except 
where otherwise specified, are for the five years immediately preceding, i.e., 1939-1943. 
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accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 19389, while 
3 were irregular marriages (Decree of Declarator). The remainder, 7,786, 
were solemnized by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 
1943 civil marriages numbered 1,296. and those with a religious ceremony 
numbered 7,994. 

Marriages registered in January numbered 3,331, in February 2,801 and 
in March 2,910, the pr eaient marriage- rates being CS wer and 6:8 
rasphe tena 


Deaths.— Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 17,989, and 
equalled a rate of 14:4 per 1,000 population. They are 248 more than were 
registered in the first quarter of 1943. The rate is the same as in that 
quarter, but is 2-6 below the five years’ average. 

Deaths registered in January numbered 6,454, in February. 5, 414 and in 
March 6,121, the equivalent death-rates being 15-2, 13-6 and 14-4 respec- 
tively. 


Ages.—Comparison of deaths at various age periods with the five years’ 
average shows improvement at all periods except 10 to 14 when the increase 
was slight. The reduction in the number of deaths ranged from 33-8 per cent. 
_In age group 1 to 4, 24-8 per cent. in 5 to 9, 23-8 per cent. in 45 to 54, and 22-0 

per cent. in 25 to 34 to 8:5 pes cent in age groups over 75 and ‘5°8 per cent. 
in age group 15 to 24. 3 


Infant Morfality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,756 and are equivalent to an infant mortality-rate of 76 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is 1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1948, 
but is 19 below the five years’ average. With the exception of the rate for 
the first quarter of 1948 the rate is the lowest on record for this quarter. | 
The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) was 38, and is 2 
above that for the corresponding quarter of 1948. Among legitimate children 
the infant mortalty was 71 per 1 000 births and among ‘illegitimate children 
125. 
~The infant mortality for the large burghs was 83, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 67. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 156 in 
Dumfries, 106 in Airdrie and 101 in Paisley to 82 in Port Glasgow and 81 in 
Kirkcaldy and in Perth. 


Causes of Death. Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Yhere were 390 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 43 fewer than in the first quarter of 1943. The death-rate 
for this group is 81 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the first 
quarter of the five preceding years is 84. These deaths include none from 
typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 37 from cerebro-spinal fever, 6 from scarlet 
fever, 44 from whooping-cough, 64 from diphtheria, 230 from influenza and 
9 from measles. 


Tuberculosis.—The 1,095 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 77 
more than in the first quarter of 1945. Of them 812 were ascribed to tuber- 
culosis of the respiratery system and 283 to tuberculosis of other organs. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 88 per 100,000, that from 
respiratory tuberculosis being 65. The former rate is 6 above that for the 
first quarter of 1948, but is the same as the five years’ average. From 
respiratory tuberculosis the rate was 4 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,162, and equal 

a rate of 173 per 100,000. These deaths are 64 more than in the first quarter 
of 1948, and the rate is 5 above the five years’ average.

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Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 855 and from 
pneumonia 901. The corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 
68 and 72 respectively. These rates are greatly below the average rates 
for the first quarters of the previous five years, which were 122 and 116 
respectively. 


Maternal Mortalityn—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 66 and are equal to a rate of 2-8 per 1,000: 
live births. This rate is 1-5 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1943 
and is the lowest ever recorded for any quarter. It is 2-1 below the five years’ 
average. Including still-births the maternal death-rate is 2-7 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from: violence numbered 958, and are equivalent to a ° 
death-rate of 77 per 100,000.

Weather. —The following summary of the weather in the ea has. 
been compiled by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. | 


January.—Apart from a spell of sharp frost on the 10th and 11th, the 
month was extremely mild—the mildest January since 1932 in fact. Pre- 
cipitation, which included a good deal of snow, was heavy in the west and 
north but below average in East Scotland. Sunshine records were generally 
poor. Gales were frequent and many were severe, a particularly disturbed 
period being the 20th to 25th. Mean barometric pressure,* 29-881 ins., less | 
than average by 0-016 inch. Mean temperature 41-9° F. SEreewe oe 2: 8" E.834 
Rainfall 3-45 ins., greater by 0-56 inch. 


February.—A very dry month. Rain totals were about half the average 
over most of Scotland but no more than a quarter average in Angus and near 
the Solway Firth. Sunshine was abundant for the season except in the north 
“and the extreme southeast. Wintry conditions with much snow set in during 
the last week. Mean barometric pressure* 80-121 ins., greater than average 


by’ 0-249. inch... Mean pa peravure. 4 p82. F., less by 0:2° F... Rainfall 1-24 .. 
inch, less by 1- 43 inch. 


March.—The month opened with the heaviest snowstorm of the winter 
but thereafter precipitation was light. It was a record dry March in many 


places and over the country as a whole the driest March since 1929. There - | 


was abundant sunshine south of a line drawn from Montrose to the Clyde 
but north of this line records were poor. Mean barometric pressure,* 30-100 
ins., came than average by 0-170 inch. Mean temperature, 42:2° F., 
greater by 1:3° F. Rainfall 0-65 inch, less by 2-02 inches.

REPORT on tHe BIRTHS, DEATHS anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purING THE QUARTER ENDED 80TH JUNE 1944. 


Summary.—The principal features of the Return for the second quarter 
of 1944 are most easily appreciated by comparing the rates with those 
obtaining in the corresponding quarter of previous years. 


The birth-rate is higher than the average for recent years. It is, however, 
on a lower level than obtained generally prior to 1930. The marriage-rate 
is lower than the average. The general death-rate, and the infant mortality 
rate, are each the lowest ever recorded, while the maternal mortality rate 
is also, with one exception, the lowest on record. The birth-rate, 20-5, which 
is based on the 1989 estimate of population, is the highest since 1930, when . 
it was also 20-5. The marriage-rate, 7-4 per 1,000, is the lowest since 1935. 


- The death-rate, 12-2 per 1,000, is the lowest ever recorded. The infant 


mortality rate was 57 per 1,000 live births and is the lowest on record. The 
death-rate from tuberculosis, 79 per 100,000, is 8 below the average for the 
previous five years. The maternal mortality, 3-6 per 1,000 live births, is 
0:1 above that for 1948, but apart from that is the lowest on record. 

Births, still-births and deaths (except Service deaths and civilian deaths 
due to enemy action, which are not allocated to any local area) are corrected 
throughout this report by transfer to usual place of residence if in Scotland, 
but marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.—The 25,616 births in the quarter under review are 177 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1948, the rate per 1,000 population, | 
20-5, being 0:1 above. It is 1:3 above the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the previous five years, and is the highest for any second quarter 
since 1930 when it was also 20:5. It is, however, lower than those generally 
recorded prior to that date. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-9 per cent., is 0:5 above that for 
the second quarter of 1948, and 1-2 above the average. 

Of the 25,616 births registered 138,205 were of male children and 12,411 
of female children, being 1,064 male births per 1,000 female. Births regis- 
tered in April numbered 8,021, in May 9,108 and in June 8,487, the equi- 
valent birth-rates being 19-5, 21-4 and 20-6 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 
was 875 and is equivalent to a rate of 83 per 1,000 total births (including 
still-births). 53 


Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 9,262, is 459 below 
that for the second quarter of 1948. The rate per 1,000 population was 7:4. 


It is 0-4 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1943, 0:2 below the 


pre-war five years’ average (19385-1939), and is the lowest for any second 
quarter since 1935. 

_ Of the 9,262 marriages registered, 1,164 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars 
in accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
3 were irregular marriages contracted before that Act came into operation. 


* All rates for the years 1939 to 1944 which are quoted in this Return are based upon the 
estimated population of Scotland as at the middle of 1939. The averages quoted, except 
where otherwise specified, are for the corresponding quarter of the five years immediately 
preceding, i.e., 1939-1943. 
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The remainder, 8,095, were solemnized by a minister of religion. In the 
corresponding quarter of 1948 civil marriages numbered 1,238 and those with 
a religious ceremony numbered 8,483. 

Marriages registered in April numbered 3,431, in May 2,821, and in June 
8,510, the equivalent marriage-rates being 8-3, 5-5 and 8-5 respectively. 


Deaths. —Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 15,288, and 
equalled a rate of 12-2 per 1,000 population. They are 586 fewer than were 
registered in the second quarter of 1948. The rate is 0-5 less than in that 
quarter, 1-1 below the five years’ average, and is the lowest ever recorded 
for any second quarter. 

Deaths registered in April numbered 4,998, in May 5,411 and in June 
4,884, the equivalent death-rates being 12-1, 12-7 and 11-9 respectively. 


Ages.—Comparison of deaths at various age periods with the five years’ 
average shows improvement at all periods. The reduction in the number of 
deaths ranged from 28-5 per cent. in age group 10 to 14, 28-3 per cent. in | 
age group | to 4 and 24-1 per cent. in age group 25 to 84 to 3:3 per cent. in 
age group 45 to 54 and 1-8 per cent. in age groups over 75. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,462 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 57 per 1,000 regis- 
tered live births. This rate is 1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1943 and 10 below the five years’ average. It is the lowest rate recorded 
for any second quarter. The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one 
month) was 383, and is 1 above that for the second quarter of 1943. 
Among legitimate children the mortality was 53 per 1,000 births and among 
illegitimate children 100. 

The infantile mortality for the large burghs was 65, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 47. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 117 
in Rutherglen, 112 in Kilmarnock and 95 in Port Glasgow to 22 in Stirling, 
18 in Inverness and 13 in Arbroath. 


Causes of Death.— Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 200 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 101 fewer than in the second quarter of 1943. The death- 
rate for this group is 16 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the 
second quarter of the five preceding years is 82. These deaths include 3 
from typhoid and paratyphoid fevers, 27 from cerebro-spinal fever, 4 from 
scarlet fever, 49 from whooping-cough, 45 from diphtheria, 51 from influenza 
and 21 from measles. 


Tuberculosis.—The 985 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 123 
fewer than in the second quarter of 19483. Of them 711 were ascribed to 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system and 274 to tuberculosis of other organs. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 79 per 100,000, that from 
respiratory tuberculosis being 57. The former rate is 10 below that for the 
second quarter of 1943 and 8 below the five years’ average. From respiratory 
tuberculosis the rate was 7 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,105, and equal 
a rate of 169 per 100,000. These deaths are 34 fewer than in the second 
quarter of 1948, but the rate is 1 above the five years’ average. 

Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 472 and from 
pneumonia 529. The corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 
38 and 42 respectively. The average rates for the second quarters of the 
previous five years are 44 and 55 respectively.

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Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 93 and are equal to a rate of 3-6 per 
1,000 live births. This rate is 0-1 above that for the second quarter of 1943 
but 0-5 below the five years’ average. Including still-births the maternal 
death-rate is 8-5 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 868, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 69 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations 
they numbered 697 as against 797 in the previous quarter. Included in 
deaths from war operations were 4 civilian deaths from enemy action, the 
same number as in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths assigned to 
violence 190 were attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 17 
compared with the previous quarter. 


Weather.—The following summary of the weather in the quarter has 
been compiled by, the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. 


April.—Sharp frost and widespread snow showers on the Ist were 
succeeded by very mild but mainly cloudy weather. Rainfall was under 
average in the north-west, along Deeside and in the Border districts, but 
exceeded, the average elsewhere. Sunshine records were poor except in 
parts of East Scotland where they were up to normal. Mean barometric 
pressure,* 29-966 inches, greater than average by 0-047 inch. Mean tem- 
perature, 48-2° F’., greater by 3-7° F. Rainfall 2-50 ins., less by 0-52 inch. 


May.—Mainly dull, cool and wet. During a brief spell of warm weather 
in the last week shade temperatures rose to 80° F. in a few places. Sunshine 
records were poorer than in any previous May since 1933. The Western 
Highlands had practically double their normal rainfall. Mean barometric — 
pressure,* 30-103 ins. greater than average by 0-126 inch. Mean tempera- 
ture, 50:1° F., greater by 0:3° F. Rainfall 2-72 ins.; greater by 0-56 inch. 


June.—As disappointing as May which it resembled in many respects. 
Over Scotland as a whole it was the dullest June since 1935 and the wettest 
since 1938. The only period of summer-like warmth was from the 16th to 
24th. Thunderstorms were frequently reported and many were both wide- 
spread and severe. Mean barometric pressure,* 29-837 ins., less than aver- 
age by 0-161 inch. Mean temperature 54:8° F., less by 0-:1° F. Rainfall 
3-02 ins., greater by 0-98 inch.

REPORT on tue BIRTHS, DEATHS anp MARRIAGES RreGIsTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine QuarTER ENDED 30TH SEPTEMBER 1944. 


Summary.— The principal features of the Return for the third quarter of 
1944 are a high birth-rate, a marriage-rate which is the lowest for this quarter 
since 1932, a death-rate and an infant morfality rate which are higher than in 
recent years, and a maternal mortality which is equal to the lowest recorded 
for any quarter in Scotland. The birth-rate, which in common with the other 
rates, is based on the 1939 estimate of population, was 18-5 per thousand, 
being 0-8 above the average. The proportion of male per 1,000 female births 
was 1,069, this being above the average. The marriage-rate, 7:8 per thousand, 
is 1:3 below the pre-war average. The death-rate was 11-7 per thousand, 
being 0-5 above the average, this excess being partly due to deaths among 
patients evacuated from hospitals in the South of England. The infant mor- 
tality rate, 65 per 1,000 live births, is 7 above the average and is the 
highest for any third quarter since 1928. A ereat part of this increase is due 
to an epidemic of enteritis in Glasgow. The death-rate from tuberculosis is 
rather above the average but that from non-tuberculous respiratory diseases 
is practically equal to the normal. The maternal mortality, 2-8 per 1,000 
live births, is equal to the lowest recorded in any quarter. 

Births, still-births and deaths are corrected throughout this report by 
transfer to usual place of residence, if in Scotland, with the exception of 
Service deaths, civilian deaths from war operations and deaths of patients 
evacuated from hospitals in England, all of which are not allocated to any 
local area. Marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.—The 23,403 births in the quarter under review are 83 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1948, the rate per 1,000 population, 18-5, 
being the same. With that rate it is the highest recorded for any third quarter 
since 1931. It is 0-8 above the average.* 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-9 per cent. is 0-2 below that for the 
third quarter of 1948, but 1-0 above the average. 

Of the 23,403 births registered 12,092 were of male children and Ce 8 ES 
of female children, being 1,069 male births per 1,000 female. This proportion 
is above the average. Births registered in July numbered 8,296, in August 
7,599 and in September 7,508, the equivalent birth rates being 19-5, 17-9 and 
18-2 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 
was 751 and is equivalent to a rate of 31 per 1,000 total births (including still- 
births). This is 7 below the five-yearly average for the quarter, and is the 
lowest rate recorded for any quarter in Scotland since registration of still- 


births commenced in 1939. 


Marriaves.— The number of marriages registered, 9,865, is 863 below that 
for the third quarter of 1948. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-8. It is 
0-3 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1943, and 1-3 below the pre-war 
average (1934-1938). It is the lowest rate recorded for any third quarter since 
1982. 

Of the 9,865 marriages registered, 1,869 were civil marriages contracted in 
the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1989, while 5 
were irregular marriages contracted before that Act came into operation. The 
remainder, 8,491, were solemnized by a minister of religion. In the corres-

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ponding quarter of 1943 civil marriages numbered 1,394 and those with a 
religious ceremony numbered 8,832. 

Marriages registered in J uly numbered 38,530, in August 8,181, and in 
September 38,204, the equivalent marriage-rates being 8-3, 7-4 and 7-8 respec- 
tively. 


Deaths. — Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,744, and 
equalled a rate of 11:7 per 1,000 population. They are 501 more than were 
registered in the third quarter of 1943. The rate is 0-4 more than in that 
quarter, and 0:5 above the five years’ average. These comparisons, are 
however, vitiated by the fact that deaths in the quarter under review include 
those of 844 patients transferred from hospitals in the South of England owing 
to war conditions. These represent a death-rate of 0-3 per 1,000. Such deaths, 
although included in the death rates for Scotland, are excluded from local 
statistics. Subject to this qualification, the death-rate for this quarter is the 
highest rate recorded for any third quarter since 1918. 

Deaths registered in July numbered 4,932, in August 4,837, and in Septem- 
ber 4,975, the equivalent death-rates being 11-6, 11-4 and 12-1 respectively. 


Ages.—Comparison of deaths at various age periods with the five years’ 
average shows some striking changes. Deaths under one year increased by 17 
per cent. and those at ages over 55 by 7 per cent., this rate of increase being 
ereatest at the higher ages. Deaths among hospital patients evacuated from 
the South account for about half of the increase at these higher ages. Between 
the ages of 1 and 15 years deaths decreased by 19 per cent. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 1,510 
and are equivalent to an’ infant mortality-rate of 65 per 1,000 registered live 
births. This rate is 10 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1948, and 
7 above the five years’ average. It is the highest rate recorded in any third 
quarter since 1928. The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) 
was 30, and is 2 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1948. Among 
legitimate children the mortality was 62 per 1,000 births and among illegiti- 
mate children 94. ‘The increase in infant mortality is due to a large number 
of deaths under one year from diarrhea, to which reference is made below. 

The infant mortality for the large burghs was 80, while for the rest of Scot- 
land it was 46. In the large burghs “individually it ranged from 111 in Glasgow, 
108 in Greenock and 98 in Hamilton to 26 in Rutherglen, 23 in Falkirk and 10 
in Inverness. 


Causes of Death. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 113 deaths registered during 
the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic diseases, being 86 
fewer than in the third quarter of 1948. The death-rate for this group is 9 
per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the third quarter of the five 
preceding years is 19. These deaths include 3 from typhoid and paratyphoid 
fevers, 10 from cerebro-spinal fever, 3 from scarlet fever, 44 from whooping 
cough, 28 from diphtheria, 16 from influenza and 9 from measles. 


Tuberculosis.—The 949 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 64 more 
than in the third quarter of 1948. Of them 717 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 232 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 75 per 100,000, that from respira- 
tory tuberculosis being 57. The former rate is 5 above that for the third 
quarter of 1943, and the latter is 7 above. The rates from all forms and from 
the respiratory form are each 7 above the five years’ average. 

Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,278, and equal a 
rate of 181 per 100,000. These deaths are 152 more than in the third quarter 
of 1948, and the rate is 18 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 318 and from

pneumonia 448. The corresponding dedth-rates per 100,000 population are 
25 and 86 respectively. The average rates for the third quarter of the previous. 
five years are 26 and 35 respectively. 


Diarrhea.—A feature of the deaths in the quarter was an epidemic of 
diarrhea, principally in Glasgow. Deaths from diarrhoea under two years of 
age numbered 442, of which 428 were aged under one year, while there were 
also 55 deaths at ages of two and over. Deaths from this cause under one 
year are 220 above the average, but those at age one year and at ages two and 
over are rather below the average. Of the 497 deaths from diarrhea (all 
ages), 333 occurred in Glasgow, but there is little evidence of serious increase 
elsewhere. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 65 and are equal to a rate of 2-8 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 1:0 below that for the third quarter of 1943 and is. 
equal to the lowest recorded for any quarter. It is 1-3 below the five years’ 
average. Including still-births the maternal death-rate is 2-7 per 1,000. The 
average for the previous five years was 3-9. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 895, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 71 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations they 
numbered 636 as against 697 in the previous quarter. Included in deaths 
from war operations were 14 civilian deaths from enemy action as against 4 
in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 176 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 14 compared with the 
previous quarter. 


Weather.—The following summary of the weather in the quarter has 
been compiled by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. 


July.—An exceptionally dull month, many places having the lowest sun- 
shine record for July in the past 60 years. Rainfall distribution was variable, 
a feature being the substantial deficiency north and west of the Great Glen 
where amounts were only about half the average. There was an absence of 
high winds, it being the first month without a single gale since August 1939. 
Mean barometric pressure,* 29-883 inches, less than average by 0-046 inch. 
Mean temperature, 59-6° F., greater by 1:1° F. Rainfall 3-06 inches, greater 
by 0-10 inch. 

August.—A warm dry spell in the first week was followed by showery 
conditions and frequent thunderstorms, though the totals of precipitation 
were generally under average. Sunshine was abundant in central districts 
and also in the north and west but over East and South-East Scotland records 
were poor. Mean barometric pressure,* 29-960 inches, greater than average 
by 0-072 inch. Mean temperature, 59-4° F., greater by 1:9° F. Rainfall, 
2-72 inches, less by 1-038 inch. 

September.—Dull, cool and wet in most districts. Over Scotland as a 
whole it was the coolest September for 17 years. In the Lothians and Border 
country the rainfall amounted to about double the average. There were good 
sunshine records in the Western Isles and at scattered places on the mainland 
but over the greater part of the country the month was a dull one. Mean 
barometric pressure,* 29-949 inches, less than average by 0-028 inch. Mean 
temperature 52-1° F., less by 14° F. Rainfall, 3-88 inches, greater by 1-39 
inch.

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REPORT 


Tus Report deals primarily with the statistics for the fourth quarter of the 
year 1944, but as figures for the entire year are now available a short pre- 
liminary statement on them is included. A full report of the vital statistics 
of the year will in due course be incorporated in the Ninetieth Annual Report. 
The figures given for the year may be accepted as substantially accurate, 
although they are provisional and will be superseded by those appearing in 
the Annual Report. All rates in this Return which depend on population 
are based on the estimated population as at the middle of 1939, and are there- 
fore subject to some modification when revised in the Annual Report, in 
which the rates will be based on up-to-date population estimates. 

The principal features of the vital statistics for the year now under review 
are as follows:—The birth-rate has maintained the comparatively high and 
increasing level of the war years, the marriage rate was the lowest since 1933, 
the death-rate was below the average of recent years, the infant mortality 
was equal to the lowest previously recorded (in 1943), the death-rate from 
tuberculosis showed a slight downward tendency compared with those for 
the early war years, while the maternal mortality was the lowest on record 
for Scotland. 

Live births registered during the year 1944 numbered 95,934, being equal 
to a birth-rate of 19-2 per thousand births.* This rate is 0-3 above that for 
1943, it is 1-3 above the average for the five preceding years and is the highest 
rate recorded for Scotland since 1930. The birth-rate which was 17-7 in 1988, 
declined slightly to 17-4 in 1939, but thereafter there was a steady increase, 
the rate being 17-9 in 1941, 18-1 in 1942, 18-9 in 1948, and now 19-2 in 1944. 
The natural increase for the year, i.e., the excess of births over deaths, 
amounts to 81,331, as compared with an average of 21,3897. This is the high- 
est natural increase since 1928. Still-births numbered 38,222 as .compared 
with 3,494 in 1948, the rate being 82 per 1,000 births, live and still, as against 
36 in the previous year. In 1939, when still-births were first recorded in 
Scotland, this rate was 42; in 1940 it was again 42 but in every year since 
then it has shown a decline. Illegitimate live births numbered 7,544, as 
compared with 7,173 in 1948. This number has shown an increase each year 
since 1940 (5,091). They are equal to a rate of 7-9 per 1,000 live births, being 
the highest rate recorded since 1919. The proportion of male live births per 
1,000 female was 1,069, being 18 more than in 1943, and 21 more than in 
1942. This is the highest proportion recorded since 1933 (1,072). 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 37,099. The marriage- 
rate, 7-4 per thousand, is 0-2 below that for the previous year, 1-9 below the 


average (1939-43) and is 0:3 below even the pre-war five years’ average (1934- 


88). The highest marriage-rate ever recorded for Scotland in these Returns 


* All rates for the years 1939 to 1944 which are quoted in this Return are based upon the 
estimated population of Scotland as at the middle of 1939. The averages quoted, except 
where otherwise specified, are for the corresponding quarter of the five years immediately 
preceding, i.e., 1989-1943, 
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was 10-7 in 1940, but thereafter it declined to 9-5 in 1941 and in 1942, 7-6 in 
1943 and (as stated) 7-4 in 1944. 

Of these 37,099 marriages, 31,9388 were solemnised by Piritabies of religion 
—31,543 being preceded by proclamation of banns or by publication of notice, 
and 395 authorised by Sheriff’s licence in accordance with the provisions of 
the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939. Civil marriages contracted in the offices 
of authorised registrars in accordance with the provisions of that Act num- 
bered 5,146. The remainder (15) were registered on the authority of an 
Extract Decree of Declarator pronounced in the Court of Session. 

Deaths from all causes numbered 64,608, representing a death-rate of 
12-9 per thousand. It is 0-4 below that for the previous year and 0-7 below 
the average. Included in these deaths are those of 664 patients transferred 
from hospitals in the South of England owing to war conditions. These 
deaths account for about 0-13 per thousand in the total death-rate. 

Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 6,287, representing an 
infant mortality rate of 65 per thousand live births. This rate is the same as 
the published rate for 1943 but is actually fractionally lower (65-0 as against 
65-2). It is 8 below the average and 12 below the pre-war average (1934-38). 
The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) was 83 per thousand 
and is the same as in 1948, this rate being the lowest on record for ‘Scotland. 
Among legitimate children the infant mortality rate was 61 per thousand, 1 
less than in 1943, while among illegitimate children it was 108, the same as 
in 1948. | 

Table ITa shows_the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the year, classified by sex and by cause, and also the numbers for both sexes 
by age and cause in combination. When the deaths by age-groups are com- 
pared with those for the previous year no very marked differences are found. 
Apart from a small increase in the number of deaths of infants under one 
year, due to the increased number of births, there is a decrease in every age- 
ee but this reduction exceeds 10 per cent. only in the two age groups 1 to 

4 and 25 to 384. 

The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* was 890, as 
compared with 1,947 in 1948. The death-rate was 18 per 100,000 as com- - 
pared with 39 in 1948. The principal factor in this large decrease is the reduc- 
tion in the number of deaths from influenza, which numbered 363, as against 
1,155 in 1948, fully two-thirds of the latter number having occurred in the 
fourth quarter of that year. Deaths from whooping-cough numbered 179, as 
against 305 in 1943. -Deaths from diphtheria numbered 183 as against 231 in 
1943. This is the smallest number of deaths ever registered in Scotland from 
diphtheria. They numbered 517 in 1941 and 676 in 1940. Deaths from cerebro- 
spinal fever numbered 94 as compared with 127 in 1948. These deaths have 
shown a decline in every year since the exceptional outbreak in 1940 when they 
numbered 482. Deaths from measles numbered 46 (an exceptionally low 
figure) as compared with 88 in 1948. Those from scarlet fever numbered 
19, as against 22 in 19438, and those from typhoid fever (including paraty- 
phoid) 6 as against 19. In both the last two cases the number is the lowest: 
on record for Scotland,

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‘Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) numbered 3,935 as against 3,959 in | 
1948. The equivalent death-rate is 79 per 100,000, being the same as in the 
previous year but 1 above the average. Although the number for 1944 is 
still considerably above the numbers for the years immediately preceding 
the outbreak of war, each year since 1941 has shown a small decline from the 
comparatively large numbers for the first two years of war. Deaths from 
respiratory tuberculosis numbered 2,978, 2 more than in 1948. The rate was 
59 per 100,000, being the same as in that year. 

Deaths from syphilis (including parasyphilitic diseases) numbered 214 
as compared with 283 in 1943 and 306 in 1942. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 8,735, being 76 more than in 
the previous year and 344 above the average. Although it is the highest num- 
ber ever recorded, it must be pointed out, as in previous years, that some part. 
of this increase is due to the ageing of the population. The death-rate was 
174, as compared with 173 in 1943 Those from all forms of heart disease 
numbered 15,801, as compared with 15,390 in 19438 and 15,069 in 1942, 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (not tubercular or malig- 
nant) numbered 5,780 as compared with 6,865 in 1943. They included 2,603 
from pneumonia and 2,265 from bronchitis, as compared with 3,144 and 
2.650 in 1943. In each case this is the smallest comparable number ever 
recorded for Scotland. The rates are respectively 52 and 45, as compared 
with 63 and 53 in 1943. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth num- 
bered 294, as against 363 in 1943. They represent a maternal mortality rate 
of 3-0 per thousand births, live and still. This rate is 0-7 below that for 1943 
and is the lowest on record for Scotland. It is 1-2 below the five years’ 
average. This rate has declined by one half in the last ten years. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 3,581, as compared with 
4,191 in 1948. Of these 324 were ascribed to suicide, 758 to road transport 
accidents and 2,499 to other forms of violence, as against 377, 864 and 2,950 
respectively in 1948. Deaths of civilians from war casualties numbered 33, 
as against 182 in 1948, 82 in 1942 and 1,905 in 1941. The death-rate from 
all violent causes. was 72, as against 84 in 1948. 

Attention has already been drawn to the principal features brought out 
by Table IIa. In addition to those already mentioned it may be noted that 
deaths from cerebral hemorrhage and allied conditions have increased to 
7,639 (7,836 in 1948). Deaths from diabetes numbered 548, against 646 in 
1943 and 731 in 1940. Those from gastric and duodenal ulcer numbered 607 
(621 in 1943). Those from diarrhcea (all ages) numbered 1,294 (888 in 1943). 
This considerable increase was due to an epidemic of diarrhcea among chil- 
dren in Glasgow towards the end of the summer. Deaths from all diseases 
of the liver (including cirrhosis) numbered 438 (443 in 1943), from nephritis 
1,445 (1,458), from congenital debility and diseases of early infancy 8,198 
(3,247) and from old age 1,973 (2,188). 

In Table Ia will be found the principal numbers and rates for Scotland 
but only the numbers for each of the large burghs. The publication of local 
population estimates and of rates based upon them has been suspended in 
this Return for the time being. 
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REPORT on THE BIRTHS, DEATHS anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED IN 
SCOTLAND purine THE QUARTER ENDED 31st DECEMBER 1944. 


Summary.—The principal features of the Return for the fourth quarter of 
1944 are a birth-rate which maintains the high war-time level, a marriage- 
rate which is the lowest for any quarter since the outbreak of war, a-death- 
rate the same as the average, an infant mortality lower than in any previous 
fourth quarter and a maternal mortality which is also the lowest ever recorded 
for any fourth quarter. The birth-rate, which in common with the other 
rates dependent on population is based on the estimated population for 1939, 
was 18-8 per 1,000 and is the highest for any fourth quarter since 1930. The 
marriage-rate, 7-1 per thousand, is not only below the war-time average but 
is lower than even the pre-war average. The death-rate, 13-1 per thousand, 
is the same as the average for the quarter. The infant mortality, 64 per 
thousand births, is the lowest ever recorded for any fourth quarter, The 
death-rate from tuberculosis, 72 per 100,000, is rather below the average and 
the maternal mortality, 3-0 per 1,000 live births, is considerably lower than 
any previously recorded for the fourth quarter, and is little above the lowest 
for any quarter. 

Births, still-births and deaths are corrected throughout this report by 
transfer to usual place of residence, if in Scotland, with the exception of 
Service deaths, civilian deaths from war operations and deaths of patients 


evacuated from hospitals in England, all of which are not allocated to any 


local area. Marriage figures are as registered. 


Live Births.—The 23,687 births in the quarter under review are 1,041 
more than in the corresponding. quarter of 1948, the rate per 1,000 popula- 
tion, 18-8, being 0-9 above. It is 1-9 above the average and is the highest rate 
recorded for any fourth quarter since 1930. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-8 per cent., is the same as that 
for the fourth quarter of 1948, but 1-2 above the rcrarel 

Ot the 23,687 births registered 12,276 were of male children and 11 ALL of 
female children, being 1,076 male births per 1,000 female. This is the high- 
est rate for any quarter in Scotland since the first quarter of 1938, when it 
was also 1076. Births registered in October numbered 8,454, in November 
7,501 and in December 7,782, the equivalent birth-rates being 19-9, 18-2 and 
18-2 respectively. 


Still-Births.— The number of still-births registered during the quarter was 


780 and is equivalent to a rate of 82 per 1,000 total births (including still- 
births). 


Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 8,930, is 102 below 
that for the fourth quarter of 1943. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-1. 
It is 0-1, below that for the corresponding quarter of 1948, and 0-5 below the 
pre-war five years’ average (1934-1938). It is the lowest marriage-rate re- 
corded in Scotland for any quarter since before the outbreak of the present 
war. 

Of the 8,930 marriages registered, 1,861 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 


” 
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accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 5 
were irregular marriages contracted before that Act came into operation. The 
remainder, 7,564, were solemnized by a minister of religion. In the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1943 civil marriages pumbered 1,280 and those with a 
religious ceremony numbered 7,746. 

Marriages registered in Abieuae numbered 2,919, in November 2,466, and 
in December 3,545, the equivalent marriage rates being 6-9, 6-0, and 83 


respectively. 


Deaths.— Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,582, and 
equalled a rate of 13-1 per 1,000 population. They are 2,288 fewer than were 
registered in the fourth quarter of 1948. The rate is 1-9 less than in that 
quarter, but the same as the five years’ average. These deaths include those 
of 820 patients transferred from hospitals in the South of England owing to 
war conditions. They have increased the Scottish death-rate by 0:3 per 
1,000, but have been excluded from local statistics. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 5,275, in November 5,597 and in 
December 5,710, the equivalent death-rates being 12-4, 13-6 and 13-4 respec- 
tively. 

Ages.—Compared with the five years’ average, reductions occurred at all 
age periods up to 45. Although slight at ages under one year, and between 
15 and 25, the reduction was 15 per cent. or over in all other age groups under 
45 and amounted to 82 per cent. at ages 1 to 4. Over age 45 there were slight 
increases reaching 9 per cent. at age 75 and over. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,509 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 64 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is 9 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1943, 
and 8 below the five years’ average. The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants 
under one month) was 80, and is 6 below that for the corresponding quarter 
of 1943. Among legitimate children the infant mortality was 59 per 1,000 
births and among illegitimate children 118. 

The infant mortality for the large burghs was 72, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 58. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 105 in 
Dumfries, 93 in Airdrie, and 91 in Glasgow to 88 in I*alkirk, 26 in Inverness 
and 21 in Arbroath. 


Causes of Death.— Principal Epidemic Diseases.*—There were 187 
deaths registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal 
epidemic diseases, being 827 fewer than in the fourth quarter of 1943, when 
deaths from influenza numbered 821. The death-rate for this group is 15 
per 100,000 of population. ‘T'he average rate for the fourth quarter of the 
five preceding years is 88. ‘These deaths include none from typhoid and para- 
typhoid fevers, 20 from cerebro-spinal fever, 6 from scarlet fever, 42 from 
whooping-cough, 46 from diphtheria, 66 from influenza and 7 from measles. 


Tuberculosis.—Ihe 906 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 41 fewer 
than in the fourth quarter of 1943. Of them 738 were ascribed to tubercu- 
losis of the respiratory system and 168 to tuberculosis of other organs. The 
death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 72 per 100,000, that from respira- 
tory tuberculosis being 58. ‘The former rate is 3 below that for the fourth

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quarter of 1948, but the latter is the same. The rates from all forms and 
from the respiratory form are respectively 1 and 8 above the five years’ aver- 
age. 

Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,190, and equal 
a rate of 174 per 100,000. These deaths are 103 fewer than in the fourth 
quarter of 1943, but the rate is 5 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 620 and from 
pneumonia 725. The corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 
49 and 57 respectively. The average rates for the fourth quarter of the 
previous five years are 50 and 59 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 

pregnancy and childbirth numbered 70 and are equal to a rate of 8-0 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-8 below that for the fourth quarter of 1948 and 1-4 
below the five years’ average. It is considerably lower than that for any 
previous fourth quarter and is almost the lowest for any quarter in Scotland. 
Including still-births the maternal death-rate is 2-0 per 1,000. 
5, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 69 per 100,000. Excluding all deaths from war operations they 
numbered 715 as against 686 in the previous quarter. Included in deaths 
from war operations were 11 civilian deaths as against 14 in the previous 
quarter. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 185 were attributed to road 
transport accidents, an increase of 9 compared with the previous quarter. 





Weather.—The following summary of the weather in the quarter has 
been compiled by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh. 


October.—Unsettled, cool and wet weather persisted through most of the 
month. Gales were of frequent occurrence and there was a good deal of 
coastal fog. Sunshine records were poor, except in Orkney and at a few 
places in the southwest. Mean barometric pressure,* 29-785 inches, less 
than average by 0-092 inch. Mean temperature, 47-4° F.; less by 0-6° F. 
Rainfall 4:08 inches, greater by 0-93 inch. 

November.—A very stormy month with low temperatures and prolonged 
periods of rain or sleet. For Scotland as a whole it was the coldest November 
for 19 years, and, with one exception (1939), the wettest for more than 50 
years. Sunshine was scanty in the southeast and along the Great Glen but 
was up to average or a little better than average elsewhere. Mean baro- 
metric pressure,* 29-670 inches, less than average by 0-180 inch. Mean 
temperature, 402° F., less by 1-5° I’. Rainfall, 5-93 inches, greater by 2:39 
inches. 

December.—Though unsettled, cool and mainly showery weather pre- 
dominated, there were a number of bright days and sunshine aggregates gener- 
ally were up to average. There was a fair amount of snow in the first fort- 
night, falls being heaviest between the 10th and 12th. A Southeasterly gale 
on the 17th was one of the worst gales of the year. Mean barometric 
pressure* 29-801 inches, greater than average by 0-030 inch. Mean tempera- 
ture, 39:8° F., less by 0-3° F. Rainfall 3-63 inches, less by 0-09 inch.
